SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Sexfest '94 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine presents naked men and women in a range of explicit sexual activity 
which includes cunnilingus, fellatio and vaginal intercourse. There is significant use of 
close focus images of the sexual conduct while text accompanying the images is 
written from the women's view point. Together these two aspects present women as 
having only sexual concerns. The publication demeans the women by the close focus 
on their sexual characteristics and the emphasis on their sexual interests in the text. 
However, the demeaning effect of the publication is not strong as it is balanced by 
more complete views of the women which include their faces. Because of the explicit 
sexual images in the magazine the availability is likely to be injurious to the public 
good unless restricted to an adult audience. 
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
